Pursuant to public notice, a ineetinif 
tue 
F A II M E K S and V V O llK IN G M K N was hold- 
en at tlic Inn o f lleiiry C overdale, in M cndon, 
on the 11th inst , to cxpres.s llieir opinions 
tipori the late act o f the Secretary in remov- 
imr Ilio Public D ep osiles from tl>e Bank of 
the U n ited State.s,nnd the ca u se of the present 
einbarrassm ent whicli is alleged to ex ist in 
the financial operations o f the country. 
Tlie nieetincj was called to order by Mr 
IvMORV S cott, w hen Maj. J oh n.so.v f.Ec.o was 
chosen ChairUmn, and 
P utman W . T a f t , 
Secretary. 
T h e object of the meetingf w as briefly stated 
by the Chair, and on m otion, it was 
Voted, T o appoint a C om m ittee o f three to 
prepare resolutions, and report the proceed­ 
ings. 
\SBiereupou Dr D a n if.t T h u r b e u , Km- 
ORV S c o t t and P i’tm an W . T a f t , were a p ­ 
pointed on said C otn m itlee, w ho b a vin g re­ 
tired a short lim e, r elu m ed , and presented the 
follow in g preamble and 
resolutions, w h ich 
were read, and unan im ou sly adopted ; — 
W hereas the present crisis in our public af­ 
fairs calls for a decided e.xpression o f opinion 
from the Farmers and W o rk in g m en o f tlie 
country, relative to its cause and e x te n t ;— 
aiiil wljereas, by investigation into its cau se, 
it is m ainly to be traced to the operations of 
the U nited S tates Bank, by w antonly tran­ 
scen d in g its cliartered lim its, in abandoning 
the object of it^creatinn, and e n g a g in g in po­ 
litical controversies ; 
by w ield in g its power 
and influence to embarrass the administration 
o f the G eneral G o v ern m en t; and hy ex c e ssiv e 
issu es and sudden contraction of loans, has 
broiiijht in so lv en cy and distress upon the c o m ­ 
m ercial c o m m u n ity ;— and w hereas the abuse 
and misapplication of the powers conferred, 
h ave destroyed the confidence o f the public in 
the officers of the Bank, and demonstrated 
that such pow ers, w'henever in v ested , en d a n ­ 
gers the stability o f Republican institutions— 
therefore, 
Resolved, T h a t w e regard the U n ited S tates 
Bank as an in stilu lio n , unconstitutional in its 
origin, and dangerous in its operations to the 
liberties of the country ; that its history, for 
the last five years, unfolds a degree o f crim e 
and profligate corruplipn, w ithou t a parallel in 
our annals, and riclily d eservin g tlie in d igna­ 
tion of the Am erican people 
Resolved, T h a t w e view’ witli aoUation and 
alarm the ex isten ce and giifantic pow er o f a 
great rnonied corporation, w'hicfi threatens to 
embarrass the operations o f G o v ern m en t, and 
by its unbounded influence upon tlie currency 
o f the country, to scatter distress and rum 
throughout the co m m u n ity ; 
and 
tlierefore 
so lem n ly believe the present Bank ou g h t not 
to be re-chartered. 
Resolved, T h at w e consider the con d u ct o f 
th e Secretary, in rem ovin g the Public Depos- 
ites from an institution so corrupt and d an ­ 
g erou s, was but an act o f ju stice to the moral 
sen tim en ts o f an abused and insulted p eop le; 
d eem in g the m easure both exp ed ien t and n e­ 
cessa ry , in order to prepare the cou n try for 
the clo sin g up o f the con cern s of that institu­ 
tion, and to prevent in a measure any act o f 
m isc h ie f w hich it may be disposed to com m it, 
in order to coerce a ren ew al o f its charter. 
Resolved, T liat the restoration o f the D epos- 
ites is identical with the re charter o f the 
B ank ; and i f tlie Bank is not to be re-char­ 
tered, their restoration would be fraught with 
con seq u en ces m uch more disastrous to the 
business cou im un ity than e x is ts at present. 
Resolved, T liat w e b elieve the distress w hich 
has been brought upon our com m ercial co m ­ 
m unities, is produced by an improper action 
o f the Bank upon the public, with a v iew to 
c au se discontent at the recent m easures o f 
G o v ern m en t, and tlius force from C ongress a 
restoration of tfie d ep osites; and if successfu l 
in their object, will at a proper tim e, only 
h ave to put their m achinery in motion to force 
a renew al of its charter. 
Resolved, T hat by y ield in g to this powerful 
b ut irresponsible institution once, will be but 
a prelude for y ield in g a g a in , and that the 
present is the tim e to m eet the question and 
resist it. 
Resolved, T liat if the State Ranks are c o m ­ 
petent to perform the financial operations uf 
the Treasury D ep artm ent, and to establish a 
unifoim cu rren cy , it is in ex p ed ien t to charter 
any National Bank. 
Reso've.d, 'I'hat the firm and patriotic course 
which G eneral Jackson has pursued towards 
the United States Bank, particularly as e v i n c ­ 
ed in the re n oval of the deposites from that 
institution, 
increases 
and 
stren gth en s 
Iiis 
claims upon the gratitude o f his cou n try m en . 
Resolved, Tliat in the sy stem a tic opposition 
that IS so perseverin gly urged against G en . 
Jaciison and Iiìh adm inistration, we recognize 
the principles o f old fashioned F ed eia lism , .ts 
exhibited iii the days o f John A d am s, the e m ­ 
bargo, and the late w'ar— w hich principles w e 
will fearlessly and u n cea sin g ly oppose. 
Resolved, T hat our R epresentatives in C o n ­ 
gress be requested to use all constitutional 
and judicious m easures to resist a return of 
Uie public deposites 
to 
the U n ited S ta les 
B a n k , and a re-charter of that daiKmrous and 
aristocratic m onopoly.
